RUSSIANS MOUNTING 
ALL-OUT OFFENSIVE 
IN NORTHERN SECTOR 


GERMANS SAY BIG DRIVE 
LAUNCHED NORTHEAST 
OF EAST PRUSSIA 


LONDON, Oct. 6.—UP)—Russian 


troops in Lithuania have mounted 
an all-out offensive west of Siaul- 
iai, 
Col. Ernst Von Hammer, the 
German news agency's

commentator, said today in a broad- 
cast. 
The German report said 12 to 14 


Russian divisions attacked in the 
Slaulai area, 80 miles northeast of 
the East Prussian city of Tilsit, 
with the help of four tank corps. 
A drumfire artillery barrage of 
guns "of the heaviest caliber" pre- 
ceded the drive. 
The enemy said the offensive was 


on a broad front. One of its pur- 
poses might be to cut off the Riga 
garrison to the north.

Russian operations also would pre- 
pare a northern descent into East 
Prussia, along whose eastern fron- 
tier other

drawn up for many weeks. 
The Germans announced earlier 
that seven Russian divisions of 
perhaps 100,000 men had invaded 
the big Estonian Island of Saare 
(Osel) at the mouth of the Gulf 
of Riga during the morning. Pos- 
session of the 1,010 square mile 
land mass would block any sea- 
ward escape of Germans besieged 
in the great Latvian seaport of 
Riga, and permit the Russian fleet 
to burst into the Baltic sea. 
The Germans said also that So- 
viet artillery was beginning to

boundary of East Prussia and "one 
must expect a simultaneous offen- 
sive in this sector."

We shouldn't allow the thunder 


of tho guns of war to drown the 
significance of General DcGaulle's 
declaration that the French gov- 
ernment gradually will take over 
complete control of the country's 
economy. 


"It shall be an organization of 
Industry," says the General, "in 
which all who participate shall be 
considered 
associates. 
We 
no 


longer can permit the concentra- 
tion of Interests which in England 
and America are called trusts and 
which today do not muet the needs 
of social betterment." 


While Do Gaulle allows exact In- 
terpretation of his pronouncement 
to fall where It will, it's clear that 
he's signalling a great chango In 
France to avoid as lie says, "the 
prewar political, social and moral 
situation which took us to the 
brink of the abyss." It also would 
seem that this represents a marked 


swing to what Is popularly known 
as the "left." 


However, we must await devel- 


opments before jumping to 
the 


conclusion that France Is headed 
for communism in her leftward 
swing. 
Tho country Is agricultur- 


al and the vast majority of Its 
people aro traditionally conserva- 
tive. 
I should say that the out- 


come depends on how great an In- 
fluence can be exorcised by the 
powerful and well-organized com- 
munist minority In tho groat In- 
dustrial centers like Prirls. We've 
soon numerous cases where strong 
coordinated minorities have con- 
trolled big majorities—hut It does 
not necessarily follow that this will 
happen In France. 


Be that as may, If we are to keep 


abreast of fast moving events In 
Europe wo must recognize that 
what's going on in France Is sym- 
ptomatic of what's boiling up In

A second group formed another 
layer on top of the 
first—and

When there were six 
or soven layers of dead, gasoline 
was poured over all of them and 
a torch was applied.
